THE HELMET LAWS 
By Ray E. Warner 


I would welcome an opportunity to be 
the first person to vote for a mandatory 
helmet law for all motorcyclists. 

In the construction industry, and be- 
fore World War Two, I heard the same 
arguments about safety hard-hats that 
Im now hearing about safety helmets 
for motorcyclists, The same transition 
was being made then, that is being made 
now. A law was passed that workmen 
would wear hard-hats at all times while 
on construction projects. The workmen 
were reluctant to accept this for a long 
time, Then the War came along. Sudden- 
ly everyone was wearing a hard-hat. 
These hard-hats were worm onthe streets 
with dress clothing during evening hours 
— even to night clubs and theaters and 
dancehalls. Perhaps it will be difficult 
for some people to believe this. How- 
ever, it’s quite true...The hard-hats, of 
course, indicated that the wearers were 
“in” and making a contribution to the 
war effort...I can't help but speculate on 
what a multi-million dollar industry the 
helmet business would become if hel- 
mets suddenly become the “in” thing 
for people to wear. 

At the present time, men in the con- 
struction industry are eagerly willing to 
wear hard-hats. They do so, not because 
it’s a law, but because they have learned 
that there’s nothing more suitable for 
headgear than a hard-hat. And too, hard- 
hats are the “in” thing for construction 
workmen to wear. 

These same things are true about 
motorcycle helmets. Newcomers. will 
soon learn — especially with this new 
mandatory helmet law — that there is 
nothing more suitable to cover a riders’ 
head than a helmet. It provides perfect 
protection from the sun, the wind, heavy 
rain, mud, dirt, smoke, noise, etc. Along 
with all of these things, a helmet will, 
of course, provide safety protection from 
unexpected ‘accidents. And then too, 
motorcyclists wear helmets mostly as a 
headcover — not because they expect to 
crash, or become involved in an acci- 
dent. Most riders would never ride a bike 
on the streets if they thought they were 
going to be hurt or injured in some way. 

Hard-hats for construction workers 
have proven to be the greatest single 
safety contribution that ever came along. 
At the same time, this mandatory helmet 
law will prove to be equally as important 
to the motorcycle industry. A helmet 
will prove to be a constant reminder to 
ride safely — to take safety precautions 
all the time — to leave a huge margin 
for safety in every doubtful situation. 

If the legislators do make it manda- 
tory for all cyclists to wear protective 
headgear, they should also make it a 
very serious offense for anyone to steal 
a safety helmet. The helmet manufac- 
tures could also very easily stamp a 
prominent identification number in every 
helmet made. These two provisions 
would, to some extent, eliminate helmet 
stealing. 

Incidentally, I can very truthfully say 
that safety equipment and safety pre- 
cautions have saved my neck at least a 
dozen times during the last twenty years 
while earning my livelihood as a con- 
struction worker and while pursuing 
many some-what dangerous recreational 
activities with the use of boats, horses, 
airplanes, and motorcycles. Furthermore, 
when I.was much younger, I really had 
no conception of what it meant to get 
hurt, the inconvenience, the loss of 
wages, and things like that. As I look 
Баск now, I was probably as reckless 
as any of the young people today, and I 
was not concemed with safety. I was 
more concer-ed with fooling around and 
having a lot of fun. Young people are 
like that. It’s difficult for them to real- 
ize the consequences of a permanent 
injury, or the embarrassment of a physi- 
cal handicap, and the problems of com- 
peting in the work-a-day world under 
these conditions. It is, in my opinion, a 
plain fact that safety must be.forced on 
some people who are otherwise not con- 
cerned or indifferent towards safety. 

With a mandatory helmet law, the 
quality of helmets would be improved, 
the price of helmets would probably 
come down, and many dealers would 
start giving helmets away free with each 
new bike sold. And, most important of 
all, many of our young people would be 
‘riding more comfortably, more intelli- 
gently, and much more safely.

BROWN REPLIES 


(EDITOR'S NOTE- The following letter 
was received the day after the Califomia 
Elections.) November 4, 1966 
Dear Mr. Clayton: 

Thank you for writing to me concern- 
ing your interest in promoting safer 
operation of motorcycles, which histori- 
cally have not enjoyed an enviable safe- 
ty record. I can assure you that the 
California Transportation Agency is al- 
ready working at my request on a legis- 
lative program designed to improve this 
record. 

As the publisher of a weekly news- 
paper dedicated to the sport of motor- 
cycling you, too, have a splendid op- 
portunity to encourage your readers to 
act as emissaries of traffic safety. The 
State of California, through the Depart- 
ments of Motor Vehicle and California 
Highway Patrol, stands ready to support 
an accelerated traffic safety program 
and to encourage high standards for the 
sport of motorcycling. 

I am aware that the number of motor- 
cycles within California is steadily in- 
creasing and that a large number of these 
vehicles are used for recreation pur- 
poses, The State Department of Parks 
and Recreation also informed me that 
there is a shortage of recreation riding 
grounds for motorcyclists. One of our 
primary objectives in our recreation 
planning program is to provide insofar 
as possible, areas and facilities to meet 
legitimate recreation demands of Calif- 
fornia’s population. I think you realize 
that while the requirements for motor- 
cycle trails are not great in terms of 
elaborate facilities, the character of the 
use is often incompatible with other 
recreational purposes. However, you may 
be assured that every effort will be made 
to include these facilities as integral 
parts of our total recreation program.

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Road Rider Run-Down

The rain had stopped but the storm 
clouds gathered outside the. closed doors 
of the Southern California Road Riders 
Committee meeting Monday, November 
Tth. 

Members of the Los Alamitos Rain- 
bows M.C. were stunned when two for- 
mer members of the club informed them 
that they were no longer members of the 
RRC by reason of their abdicating the 
California Rainbows M.C. charter in 
favor of a new charter issued to the Los 
Alamitos Rainbows. The seemingly in- 
nocuous change has completely disrupted 
the club. The splinter group has renewed 
the original California Rainbows charter 
which is recognized by the RRC. This 
means that several members of what is 
now the Los Alamitos Rainbows club 
who were eligible for RRC Point Activ- 
ity Trophies are now disqualified be- 
cause their club does not belong to the 
RRC. 

The fourteen members of the Los 
Alamitos Rainbows rushed to the RRC 
meeting to protest the action only to 
find the doors locked. Normally open to 
any rider, the RRC took action at their 
October meeting to restrict the November 
and December meetings in order to deal 
with the calendar and elections. Ironi- 
cally, the representatives of the now 
Los Alamitos Rainbows were present 
and voting at that October meeting. 

J.M. Jones, RRC Chairman, was in- 
formed of the situation just prior to the 
meeting and ruled that as the Los Ala- 
mitos Rainbows were not members of the 
RRC they could not be seated. Just be- 
fore adjournment the RRC assembly 
voted to allow five minutes to the group 
to present the facts of the situation. The 
resulting reports from both clubs were 
extremely poor with previous few facts 
emerging from the welter of emotions. 
However, it appears that the situation 
is a result of completely legal actions 
taken by the entire assembly of the for- 
mer California Rainbows M.C. 

Chairman Jones opined that the RRC 
was powerless to interfere in the AMA's 
perogatives or proceedures of chartering 
the individual clubs and could accept 
only that charter heretofore recognized 
by the Committee. 

The evening’s main order of business 
for the RRC was the 1967 Road Riders 
Calendar. At the October meeting the 
RRC adopted a total of 26 point runs for 
1967. Two of these, the 29 Palms Spring 
Tour and the Pine Cone Rally were pre- 
empted by the RRC which left 24 week- 
ends for the clubs.

calendar dates was determined by a 
system of points earned through attend- 
ance at the RRC meetings and assist- 
ance given on the RRC rallies, No one 
questioned the seniority standings as 
they were compiled by Secretary Ames 
and verified by the Executive Board. As 
each club was called, the representa- 
lives went forward, paid the RRC dues 
and AMA Sanction fees and picked their 
date on the calendar. 

The official Road Rider's Calendar 
will be printed by the So. Calif. Harley- 
Davidson Dealers Association, Hope- 
fully the calendar will be ready to mail 
out with the Annual Dance invitations. 

Also to be mailed with the dance in- 
vitations are copies of the RRC Supple- 
mentary Rules. Originally appearing in 
Cycle News immediately after their 
adoption, the Committee for Better 
Motorcycling reprinted the rules and 
donated them to the RRC at the Novem- 
ber meeting. Much confusion has de- 
veloped through ignorance of just what 
is and isn’t allowed under the Supple- 
mental Rules. Hopefully, wide distribu- 
tion of the rules will correct some of the 
misunderstandings that exist. 

Only one event remains on the 1966 
Calendar. The Pacific Coasters have 
Stressed gold...gold...gold!!! Well over a 
hundred trophies and prizes will be pre- 
sented at the 2nd Annual Indio Date 
Tour December 3rd and 4th. After a 
parade through downtown Indio, the re- 
maining activities of the 2 day rally will 
take place inside the National Date 
Festival Fairgrounds. The Victor Mc 
Laglin Drill Team will give one of their 
famous performances for the cyclists 
and townspeople. Following the dress 
competition, also open to the towns- 
people, the riders will enjoy a hot meal 
served in the fairground restaurant. 
Dancing and dance contests in the cafe- 
teria and individual contests in the 
Stadium Saturday night will eventually 
give way to sleepy time with the riders 
bedding down on the green grass within 
the fairground walls and under roofsin 
case of rain. Sunday morning will bring 
games of fun and field events with the 
motorcycles. The Pacific Coasters are 
quick to admit that they desire to make 
the Indio Date Tour one to rival Death 
Valley. 

For the long range planners, the first 
run of 1967 will be the 2nd Annual Raín- 
drop Run promoted by the Sociables M.C. 
Sunday January 8th. The Centaurs M.C. 
will promote a Poker Run two weeks 
later on January 23rd. The Highway 
Kings were quick to snatch the Carson 
City location when the RRC decided not 
to go back in ‘67, and will present the 
“Bonanza Run” over the Labor Day 
Weekend in Carson City, Nevada.

Committee Meeting

New Officers: Carter, Wineland 
and, of course, Adams 


Officers for the Sports Committee for 
1967 were chosen last Thursday night 
by vote of club delegates. The new of- 
ficers are: President, Jean Carter, Vice- 
President, Lynn Wineland and Bill 
Adams as Secretary-Treasurer. Elections 
for an additional position will be held at 
the December meeting, that of Recording 
Secretary, whose duties will be to record 
the minutes of the meeting and send 
them out to the clubs. The office holder 
need not be a club delegate. Because of 
this new division of duties, Bill Adams 
was willing to accept his nomination as 
Secretary-Treasurer for the 8th year. 

The Competition Committee will num- 
ber seven, the body concurring with the 
delegates’ request for this increase in 
number earlier in the evening. Those 
chosen are Dick Kouns, Darwin Ballard, 
Ken Peterson, Tom Ready and Cal Make- 
la. Three men tied for the other two 
posts and another vote will be taken in 
December to split the tie between Gary 
Weber, Tom Maxwell and Don Allen. 

When letters were read there was one 
from a new club called the “Striped 
Crusaders” in Topanga formed because 
there was “no AMA club in the area.” 
Bill Adams said that they would have to 
have a charter before being admitted to 
the District, and a Crusader presented a 
copy which had just arrived from National 
headquarters, and so the club was 
placed on the roll. 


Enduros Discussed 


A long letter was read from the Sun- 
land Shamrocks in which the Shamrocks 
requested that Enduros be put back on 
the point calendar. They also thought 
that the present point system could be 
improved by paying points to riders for 
their top twelve rides of the year. It 
costs about $150 a month to ride three 
runs and the present system forces 
riders to compete whether they really 
want to or not, just to keep their points 
up, thereby taking some of the fun out of 
riding. A discussion followed with Red 
Ludford (Checkers) pointing out that 
this system would hurt the beginning 
rider and that the clubs would not get as 
many entries. As the elections had not 


yet taken place, Jean Carter was forced 
to table the subject until next month be- 
cause of time. 


No Sale, Chick 


The Competition Committee Report 
included information on the lack of sani- 
tary facilities on the Checkers Hare and 
Hound. President Carter said that as 
these had not been furnished, the Check- 
ers would be required to furnish facili- 
ties for the Rams run Nov. 13th, or loose 
all their point runs for 1967. A represen- 
tative asked where in the rules was such 
an enforcement found and Jean Carter 
tread from the District 37 By-Laws, Sec- 
tion 14, Page 6. However, it was decided 
to table this discussion also until the 
next meeting. A Checkers member asked 
if that meant that they didn't have to 
provide the outhouses as the subject 
was tabled and Carter replied that it did, 
bringing a laugh from the body at Red 
Ludford's *Sorry about that, Rams." 

Another lime on the highway infrac- 
tion occurred on the Buzzards run, but 
no action was taken although all clubs 
were reminded that a rule was passed 
that all posters must show exactly the 
location of runs to making liming un- 
necessary. 

Another desert-slanted subject was 
that of a late start for trail bikes. Asked 
what constituted a “late start”, the an- 
swer was that it could be just as soon 
as the dust had cleared from the bikes 
blasting off. The trail bikes would also 
carry a different tank card as a deterrent 
to cheaters who might try to sneak out 
with the big boys. The body voted to 
concur with this. 


Carter Reports 


Jean Carter reported on his trip to 
Columbus for the National Competition 
Meeting and read his expense report. He 
spoke on meetings he attended and how 
at the General Business session he sub- 
mitted a proposal for allowing districts 
to petition for variance in rules accord- 
ing to district conditions. He also re- 
quested National scrambles to be re- 
turned. Information was given on National 
desert sanctions for *67. 

Before the meeting was closed for the 
elections to take place, a lively discus- 
sion took place on the Competition Com- 
mittee's recommendation that for 1967 
there should be three colors for number 
plates (Expert, Amateur and Novice) and 
three plates to be carred, with the com- 
petition card fee increased to $5 for 
scrambles, The desert fee would go to 
$3. After discussion it was voted on that 
there would be three colors but only one 
plate, with the fee increased to $3 in- 
stead of $5. The desert card will remain 
the same.

DYNA-MITES HARE SCRAMBLES OCTOBER 30, 1966

At 9:45 a.m. under a warm sunny blue sky, the riders began to gather 
around the Dyna-mites sign-up truck to hear the man give out with the info, 
better known as the Riders Meeting. 

Now this guys says this and that about the course, how long? 37 miles, 
how many loops? Two for the big ones, one for the wee folk, (trail bikes) and 
then adds “you people will all notice that the starting area is bordered on 
both sides by fire roads, do not use them as anybody caught will be out O-U-T 
out. f 

Well that's like putting a nice big piece of cheese in front of a half 
starved rat and saying you can look but naughty naughty if you touch it. Turn 
your back and zzzot it’s gone. If’n you don’t want people to do those things 
don’t tempt them with it. Well some used the fire roads and I don't know if 
they got disqualified or not and care even less, because of they got guts 
enough to go up those roads at 90 mph in all that dust and hit those other 
road crossings at that speed, power to them. They can have it. 

At 10:10 the banner dropped, I guess, I never did see the damn thing. I 
simply waited for the roar and took off with the bunch. I didn’t get on any fire 
road (couldn’t find any in all that dust). Fell in behind Dave Ekins on that 
Rickman Metisse and it led me to the smoke bomb post haste. I lost him in 
all that confusion and just kind of followed the mob straight east across the 
dog leg of the High Vista road and I want to say that those road crossings 
were no less than spectacular! I did some handlebar hand-stands that had me 
wishing that] had wom a face guard (those knobby front tires DO get abrasive 
on one's nose), and some of the end overs I seen off to the sides of me and 
ahead of me were out of sight. One guy passed me in mid-air doing cart 
wheels at about 150 rpm. Saw one of the Cole boys pass me so I fell in be- 
hind and stayed with him till check one in the foothills, which dropped into a 
heat little sand wash and up on top across the High Vista road again that 
comes in from Route 395, across the desert heading south. Now you can look 
down into the valley and see El Mirage dry lake and it looks like we are head- 
ing right for it. Sure enough, there’s check #2 at the east end of El Mirage. 
Now I have always had a secret yen to ride my dirt bike on a freeway without 
getting a ticket, well sir that's just what it was like, maybe even better ... 
didn't have all them crazy drivers to worry about. I estimate there was about 
5 miles of this super smooth, bobble-free, hard lake bottom (correction, there 
was one bobble if you stayed left of the course a ways that could have caused 
a hassle but by the time you got into it you were going so fast that it smooth- 
ed itself out if you kept the power on. Well that lake bed took its mighty toll 
of machines. Lower ends ceased, burnt out pistons and gear boxes out just 
to name a few. On the second loop it looked like small gatherings here and 
there all over the dry lake from people with broken down bikes. One bunch, 1 
-— from a disappointed participant, captured no less than 17 broken down 
riders. 

Off the dry lake into the desert again and heading west back toward the 
pits, winding our way through a little rocky section and the trail is twisting 
and topping ridges down into gullys and here it hit something that made me 
do one of those fabulous front wheelies again and when I came back down 
would you believe no seat? It came off at that split second. Went back and 
picked up the seat hunted around and found one bolt and put it back on. This 
cost me many places, but that’s racing. 

Check #3 was in between two big rocks and from there on for about 3 
miles it was cobby and we finally picked up a road and came Straight into 
the pits. 

I heard through the vine that Gary Conrad and Rod Pack did a thing out 
there together. and collided in mid-air. I saw Gary along the trail on the first 
loop between the smoke bomb and check #1 loaded up and I seen Rod Pack 
on the second loop pushing his scooter back on the trail, so I guess no one 
got hurt (1 hope). The trouble with these leaders is they are expert enough 
not to get into trouble very often but when they do, it's a beaut! 

The Dyna-Mites did a good job of liming and ribboning, for a small club 
it was quite a job. I noticed quite a few people giving them help on the 
checks and things. I know they appreciate them.

1966 OHIO STATE CHAMPION- 
SHIP T.T. RACE MEET

After an absence of 12 years from 
the tracks of Ohio, professional 
tourist trophy racing returned to the 
Dayton Motorcycle Club's "Action 
Track of Southwestern Ohio." 

Since 1954, J.R. Kelley of Dayton, 
has held the title of Ohio T.T. Cham- 
pion, which he won on the Treaty City 
Motorcycle Club's track in Greenville. 
On Sunday, October 23rd, J.R. relin- 
quished his title when he presented the 
trophy to the new Ohio T.T. Champion, 
Ronnie Rall, of Mansfield, the reigning 
Ohio % mile champ. 

Triumph mounted Ronnie set the pace 
for the program during qualifications 
when he turned in a sizzling 25:20 
seconds lap for a new track record. 

Gold wrist watches were awarded to 
Rall, Tom Faulkner of Dayton, and Don 
Berner of Springfield for the top qualify- 
ing times in each class of riders. 

The Novice Heats were won by, Ber- 
ner and Royal Hansen of Milwaukee. The 
Novice Final went to John Francis of 
Dayton, Hansen was second, Jack Bastin 
of Highland Heights, Kentucky was 
third, and Tom Diepsenbas of New Paris, 
Indiana was fourth. 

The Amateur Heats went to Tom 
Faulkner and Bill Siegler of Maderia. 
The Amateur Final developed into a four 
man tag team match with Faulkner nip- 
Ping Siegler for the win, with Earl 
Starkey of Columbus edging out Mike 
Brown of Mansfield. 

The first Expert Heat went to Rall in 
the time of 2.37:90 seconds. Not to be 
outdone by friend Ronnie, Tom Heil of 
Dayton, riding one of Edgar Fuhr’s 
powerful H-D specials, captured the 
second Expert Heat in the time of 2.36: 
20 seconds. 

Rall led the expert Final from flag to 
flag with Heil on a short string in the 
Triumph’s shadow. The dogfight for

third and fourth place money stole the 
limelight from the front runners. Harold 
Lyons of Indianapolis, riding Pop Drey- 
er's screaming Beezer Twin, fought off 
challenges lap after lap, first by Bob 
Hinkle of Phillipsburg, then by Dan 
Nealeigh of Rossburg. In the final laps, 
the trio would storm out of a corner, 
down the chute and then tickle one an- 
other in the ribs with handle grips 
through the turns. 

After the fall of A.M.A. starter Duke 
Pennell's checkered flag, the judges 
declared Lyons had nosed out Hinkle 
and Nealeigh for third place ntoney. 

The line up for the feature race of 
the afternoon had Rall on the pole posi- 
tion with Heil, Hinkle and Nealeigh 
alongside. Starting in fifth spot was 
John Hery of Union with Mike Moore of 
Vandalia on the outside. Off the line 
and at the end of the first lap it was 
Heil in the lead with Rall, Hinkle, 
Nealeigh, Moore and Hery in a snarling 
pack. At the end of the front chute, Rall 
reached into his bag of % mile tricks, 
passing Heil high on the outside, riding 
the rim of the track like a high wire 
artist. Lap two Hery dropped out with a 
ruptured fuel tank. Ronnie and Tom, 
setting a torrid pace, dropped the lap 
times into the 24 second bracket. Lap 
13 proved unlucky for Hinkle as Neal- 
eigh, the Rossburg Flash, moved under 
him going through the esses. At the end 
lf lap 18, the leaders started lapping the 
slower riders, with Rall moving on 
through, and Heil getting caught in traf- 
fic brought an end to a race that either 
could have won. 

After a victory lap, Ronnie stopped 
at the starting line where he received 
the honors of being crowned Ohio T.T. 
Champion by J.R. Kelley, who stepped 
down after a reign of 12 years.

This was the last half-mile of the 
year with the action now swinging over 
to the lightweight indoor races at Long 
Beach Arena this coming Saturday night, 
November 19th.

NOVICE CLASS: 
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WILLOW IN A WINDSTORM 


The 3td Annual U.S. Grand Prix for motorcycles at Willow Springs 
Raceway saw the introduction to the road racing fans of a new cham- 
pion, James Deehan. Deehan captured the favor of the crowd in the 
second event of the day by leading the 350cc Grand Prix race until he 
was passed by Art Baumann. James raced a beautiful race to finish 
second. He then changed from his 350cc Honda mount to a 250cc 
Yamaha, went out and easily won the 250cc G.P. event, finishing a 
minute and 15 seconds ahead of the second place man Billy Boyd from 
San Francisco, also on a Yamaha. Then James immediately went to the 
grid for the 250cc — Open Production event mounted on a new Kawa- 
saki 250cc machine and was the over-all winner, beating out the many 
larger machines entered in this event, open to all production machin- 
ery from 250cc through 1000cc. It was the first time a Kawasaki ma- 
chine had entered in any competition event, and to have an over-all 
win the first time out is quite a phenomenal feat! It looks as though 
this will be a machine to contend with in the future. 


KAWASAKI SAMURAI 


Despite the overcast and wind, there 
were over 160 entries for the Nov. 6 
Grand Prix event. First race was open 
to 50cc-100cc G.P. machines. The over- 
all winner, riding a 100cc Yamaha, was 
Larry Pruett. Finishing second was #4 
Barry Herrmann from Santa Barbara on a 
Yamaha, last year’s 100cc champion. 
Third overeall and firstin the 50cc Grand 
Prix class was Colin Jones from Pasa- 
dena, last year's 50cc champion, on his 
Honda. First in the Class II 50cc Grand

The 125cc—175cc class event was 
undoubtedly the most exciting race of 
the day between last year’s 175cc 
champion Ralph LeClercq and Harry 
Webster from Berkeley on a 125cc Hon- 
da.

It was a dull dark day at the 
end of the Dan Gabriel Valley 
Raceway season. But that was 
only the weather. From beginning 
to end the racing was fast furi- 
ous and full of spills. There were 
few spectators, and not a whole 
lot of racers. Only 19 experts. 
After an unusual three Novice 
heat races, which were quickly 
run off, the only two Amateur 
TT riders Jim Berry taking the 
win in the first heat and Rich 
Thorwaldson beating the other 
half in the second heat. 


Preliminaries: Heats 
The first expert heat had a little 
trouble getting started. When the flag 
was tossed for the first expert heat, 
Mulder shuffled out of the pack to a 
quick lead. Somewhere in the 3rd or 4th

lap clean shaven Red McKeen (“I was 
mistook for one of the ‘boys’”) delighted 
the fans by missing turn two, coming 
back onto the track from 8th spot into 
4th. Mulder (of course) took the win 
with Skip Van Leeuwen in second and 
Chris Draayer in third. Two Triumphs 
and a Harley. 

In the second expert heat Dusty 
Coppage grabbed the lead. In the third 
lap Coppage and Gene Romero were 
side by side airborne coming over the 
first jump. Romero came out in the lead. 
Somehwere in the back of the pack 
Elliot Schultz ran up and over turn four, 
getting a piece of the pavement and the 
crashwall. But like the song says, he 
“pick myself up and get right back in 
the race." He was up, ok, and ready to 
ride again. 


Semi Mains 


In the Novice semi Bosco Burns 
191r, ran away with it. In the Amateur 
semi John Isaacs rode a beautiful race 
to take the win. And the expert semi 
was a grand dazzler. At the start Ed 
Wirth came out of the masses in turn 
one in the lead, with Bob Bailey close 
behind. Then again Schultz lost his 
bike, this time in the first corner. Up, 
over the enbankment and he didn't come 
up. When he came into view he was on 
his feet and ready to ride again, but the 
black flag was out and it was back to 
the starting line. This time Wirth was 
again on top, taking it all the way. 

The show has just begun. In the 
dash Mulder, Romero, Van Leeuwen and 
Coppage were ready, but not for this: 
On the start Romero burned a trail off 
the pavement for the inside of turn one, 
cutting Mulder off and leaving him to be 
sandwiched by Coppage and Van Leeu- 
wen. Down went Mulder in a rush of 
dust. Up and over went Coppage and 
Van Leeuwen, barely staying upright on 
the pavement. Out came the black flag, 
back to the starting line again. This 
time Coppage seized the lead only to 
be caught and beaten by winner Romero. 
Mulder was last, as his bike didn't 
seem to perforn as well as it did be- 
fore the mishap. 


...And finally, The Main Events 


In the Novice main Joe Roseberry 
106r, took a quick lead closely followed 
by Mike Linthicum 49y. In the second 
to the last lap Roseberry crashed com- 
ing up to the first jump. Linthicum went 
on to take the win and half-mile artist 
Marty MacDonald, who held on to third 
place for six laps, was second. 

In the Amateur main it was an edge- 
of-your-seat race all the way from start 
to finish between heat winners Berry 
and Thorwaldson. Over the jumps to- 
gether never making a mistake on the

damp and rather rough track, Thorwald- 
son stayed out front just long enough 
to take the win, with Berry getting a 
close second. 

The expert final looked like a Tri- 
umph show lined up for a parade. A 
couple of BSA's, a Norton and a Harley 
were barely visible among the Bonne- 
villes. Mulder took the lead and all 
carefully made it through the first turns 
behind him. During the early stages of 
the race Draayer and Coppage got en- 
tangled coming onto the back straight 
and didn't unlock until they were on 
their way into the pits (and not by 
choice). By now Van Leeuwen was in 
second, but the real battle was for 
third, with Simmons, Draayer, Palmer 
and Romero running through the turns 
almost four abreast. Somewhere in the 
last few laps of the race Draayer ran 
off the end of turn one onto the pave- 
ment, put the bike sideways and came 
over the top back onto the track and 
never lost his fourth position. In the 
13th lap Romero finally got Mulder, 
who had been passed by Van Leeuwen 
for first spot, putting him in second. At 
the checkered flag Van Leeuwen was 
still in there first with Romero not 
really too far behind.

No Points for Loners? 

In District 37 we rely on our clubs to 
Tun our scrambles, but lately some of 
our clubs aren’t getting any bigger or 
better and some of them are just in plain 
trouble. Now to win a coveted low num- 
ber plate, you go out and ride Sundays at 
a scrambles run by a bunch of guys (and 
gals) like yourself who are doing the 
work for the day. However, a lot of riders 
don't belong to any club and so get to 
ride “free” all season. They don’t put 
any work into their sport and right now 
this includes some of our top riders. 
Others of our top guys belong to clubs 
and are actually penalized for it as they 
are forbidden to ride their own events 
while their “free-loading” opposition 
goes right on riding on those Sundays and 
and collecting more points. 

Now here's the suggestion. To help 
build the clubs up and to continue hav- 
ing good, well-run scrambles, points will 
only be paid to those riders belonging 
to a club. This means that to get that 
much coveted #1 plate in District 37 
you'll have to pitch in and help run some 
of the scrambles yourself, Sounds fair 
doesn't it? 

I understand that this was suggested 
before but didn't work because people 
got confused to the point that they 
thought you wouldn't even get a riding 
number unless you belonged to a club. 
This isn't so. You could still ride as 
always if you choose not to join a club, 
and could carry home trophies for what- 
ever class you win, but unless you are 
a club member you would not get points 
as well. 

Number plates will be issued as they 
always have been, every rider with his 
own number, but the low ones would 
only come your way for “services 
rendered” to your District, They would 
only be carried by riders who were will- 
ing to work for the right to wear them, 
because our District IS its clubs, and 
without the clubs we'd have no scram- 
bles. Under the present system it's the 
club members who get penalized. 

I realize that there are many sides to 
this subject and like any rule, if it 
comes into being it would need work to 
make it run properly, but the above is 
the general idea, and we'd like to hear 
some comments on it. Here's a chance 
for discussion either individually or at 
club meetings before it comes up at 
Committee meeting.

had to go out and repair markers and 
replace the lime that the wind had eli- 
minated. 


Tales of the Trails 

Since the first loop was the easiest, 
the expected happened. Many riders ar- 
rived early. Time was recorded upon 
passing the finish, and then the ma- 
chines were parked for a short break and 
some chow. Riders swapped tales of the 
trails over fried chicken and sandwiches 
and warmed themselves with hot coffee 
while they waited for the 11 o'clock 
start on loop two. 

Eleven o'clock arrived, and. prayers 
for the cold wind to stop went unan- 
swered, as the riders rode off again into 
the desert for another grueling 50 miles. 
This time the loop was on the east side 
of Highway 395 taking them into Kern 
County. This trek took the riders over 
more desert and along the ridges of the 
Rand Mountains crossing Government 
Peak which has an elevation of 4,755 
cold feet, The second loop was the one 
to separate the men from the boys. Some 
of the trail bike riders felt they hadn't 
had enough so they joined in with the 
larger machines for a try at the harder 
circuit. 

As the tired and weary riders came 
within about six miles of the finish, 
they found the last check at the top of 
a tricky sand hill. The sand was soft 
and deep, and the hated wind blew it 
without mercy. The hill took its toll as 
riders spilled and bogged down their 
machines. While some of the riders were 
attempting the hill, their slowness to get 
up and difficulty righting their fallen 
bikes showed just how very tired they 
were. The sand hill was behind the old 
mining town of Randsburg. Riders 
checked in at this check which was the 
last, then headed for the finish at Red 
Mountain. ~ 

As the riders loaded. up their equip- 
ment and headed for home, a big job 
still lay ahead for the Foothill Hawks. 
The follow up crew was sent out to look 
for stranded riders, and the rest of the 
club began what is probably the most 
headbending job involved in an enduro, 
compiling the riders’ time. The Hawks 
came through with the winners in two 
days, fastest of any club in California. 

There is some debate whether this 
was the twelfth or thirteenth year of the 
tun. The Hawks did their usual good 
job. To my knowledge, there was only 
one foul-up, and this was with the rest- 
room facilities. Club members had made 
arrangements with the proprietor of a 
local business only a few yards away 
from the start to use his restrooms, but 
he forgot to leave them unlocked. The 
Hawks offer apologies to all and pro- 
mise that next year there will be Johnny- 
on-the-spot.

STEVE SCOTT VICTORIOUS AT VENTURA

Steve Scott, of Thousand Oaks, wiped out the competition Sunday 
to win two trophy dashes and three main events along with two #2 


spots. 


Sunday was the second day of TT racing for the Ventura Fair 
Grounds this weekend. The sportsmen classes were run on Saturday 
with the professionals taking over Sunday. The races were held in 
conjunction with the five-day U.S. National Surfing Championship. 
Some of the riders proved to be men of many talents by competing in 
both surfing and TT racing. There was even a special trophy dash 


held for the surfing cyclists. 

Rain early in the week packed the 
track putting it in top shape for the 
weekend, after the water was pumped 
off of course. The infield remained wet 
and riders who missed the turns found 
themselves quite muddy along with the 
officials and photographers who had to 
tramp through it to do their jobs during 
the course of the day. There were two 
cinematographers there shooting the 
races for use with their surfing films 
which will be shown on a T.V. surfing 
show. 


Four Dashes in A Row 

Trophy dashes were up first, and 
there were four in a row. The first was 
the 100cc dash with Marty Endless on 
a Honda beating out Steve Scott, the 
hottest competitor of the day, mounted 
on a Suzuki. In the 200cc trophy dash 
Scott came back on a Bultaco to take 
the win from Bob Zitar also astride a 
Bultaco. 

The 250cc dash was quite a race, 
with Keith Mashburn storming in for the 
win mounted on a Greeves. Scott took 
a rest during the 250cc dash and then 
came back for the 350-open dash and 
blasted his Bonneville around the track 
for an easy win. 

Ventura boasted plenty of bikes and 
plenty of classes for Sunday’s race. 
The first class to run after the trophy 
dashes was the 100cc main event. It 
was a large class with the first three 
places going to the same riders as in 
the trophy dash. This time the order 
was changed, with Scott winning out 
over Endless and Coyne still in third. 

For the 175cc main, Scott fired up 
his Bultaco and slipped pass George 
Omo III on a Montesa to capture some 
more greenbacks and his second main 
event win. The three swapped posi- 
tions several times and had a close go 
of it the entire race. For the 200cc 
main, Scott took a break while John 
Riggen starred in the show riding a 
Bultaco, around the curves, over the 
jumps and first past the checkered flag. 
Scott was back again for the 250cc 
main, but even after taking a rest, he 
was no match for Keith Mashburn, the 
250cc trophy dash winner. Mashburn 
grabbed the lead early and had no in- 
tention of giving it up. Scott finally 
beat it around the traffic overtaking 
second place man George Omo, Jr. 
After taking Omo, he set his sights for 
Mashburn. Mashburn and Greeves proved 
to be one whale of a combination and 
wouldn’t give an inch, so Scott had to 
settle for a second with Omo in for 
third on his Montesa. 

Scott Again 

The 350cc and open main were com- 
bined. The hottest two classes proved 
to be a jam-up race to top off two days 
of racing. Alex Chrzanowski mounted 
on a Honda put on quite a show leaving 
the riders of his class far behind and 
with only two of the big bore bikes 
getting by. Alex was number one man 
getting off the line, but Scott took him 
on the outside in the first corner. 
Justin Glidden had to follow Alex a 
couple of laps before he could get by. 
Scott and Glidden managed to keep 
their 650cc Triumphs ahead of Alex's 
haulin' Honda to be the first two past 
the flag. The open win made the fifth 
of the day for Steve Scott as he brought 
а Suzuki, a Bultaco, and a Triumph into 
the winner's circle all in the course of 
one day's racing.

Mighty Mike 
Morton and the sizzling Suzuki bowed 
out of the novice class with a waiting 
list of riders for the machine next year 
now reaching about a mile long out at 
Baldwin Park Cycle. 

Will recap the season later on but it 
was a good one to say the least. Out of 
the first year experts, the amateurs and 
the novice riders will come many future 
top riders and national champions. 


Racing Moves Inside this Sat. 


The lights go out at Ascot and go on 
at Long Beach this Saturday night. For 
fans who like it warm and colorful, the 
Long Beach arena holds a one-shot 
event this week before returning with 
three races in January. 


Many conflicting stories about how 
the indoor races will be run have come 
from the usual rumor circuit but th® way 
we get it is that any and all riders can 
practice from noon Saturday until 4 p.m. 
Thisincludes riders without professional 
licenses. Only a regular $2.00 member 
ship card is required to test the track 
that brought back the Triumph Cub and 
Eddie Mulder last season. Cards will be 
on sale at the pit gate. 

Then the pits and track will be 
cleared at 4 p.m. and the regular sign- 
in procedure will take place forthe pro’s. 
In addition, this year will find new pro 
class for 100cc and under machines. If 
a novice, amateur or expert has two 
machines, one bigger than a 100cc and 
one smaller, he can ride for money in 
not one but two classes. 

The show has been scaled down this 
year to have not three but one main 
event for the 250cc riders. There will 
also be one main event for the smaller 
jobs. 

Pit Gate Opens at 5 p.m. 

Due to the record amount of entries a 
new time for the pit gates opening and 
closing. The gates for race sign-ins 
opens at 5 p.m. and closes at 6:30 p.m. 
There will be no exceptions. This is 
rather a well-kept secret so if any read- 
ers know of any riders planning on rac- 
ing this Saturday night you might insure 
his racing and ease the hassle that is 
going to develop with the officials who 
have to do the signing in. Pass the word, 
5 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. 

You will also probably see a new 
feature introduced at Long Beach in the 
shape of a new truck. The promoters are 
talking of a completely different design 
for the track — not a regular oval-shaped 
affair like we have been typed with for 
too long at all other tracks. No more 
getting a good start and putting your 
foot on the pole — and staying there. 

A lot of interest has been shown 
about the practice session as this will 
afford any and all riders, licensed or 
not, a chance to come down and try the 
track. If they like it they can apply for a 
1967 license and be ready to go for three 
in January. Another of the many first 
time innovations scored by the boys 
from Trojan Enterprises. 

It will be a slam-bang affair this 
Saturday night as the word is out that 
nearly every “Name” rider in the state 
will be there. The purse topped the 
$3,000 mark last year on three of five 
occasions. Eliminations heat races will 
start early with the actual racing pro- 
gram going at 8:15 p.m.

Time Ran Out 


Because tremendous time was con- 
sumed in staging and preparing funny 
cars at Irwindale, the final eliminations 
for top bike in gas and street divisions 
were unable to be run. In order to satisfy 
the remaining contenders, the strip 
management paid each top money and 
gave guest passes for a bonus. 

Top Fuel had four contenders and the 
last race was staged in final moments 
before curfew regulations brought the 
action to a halt. 

Murray & Cook had carefully checked 
all visible moving parts and their adver- 
saries, McEvoy & Whiteman measured 
the fuel percentage to exacting amounts. 
Considering M & C’s two Triumph en- 
gines and nine second elapsed times, a 
man taking bets would have given two to 
one odds against McEvoy & Whiteman. 
The courage to wager against such odds 
would have no reward, for Murray and 
Cook stormed off the line in a manner 
that produced a final E.T. of 9.98 at the 
speed of 157.34 mph. 

A note of interest is that earlier in 
the day Jim Cook was detained at work 
and could not arrive in time to qualify 
the double. Boris Murray summed up his 
Bonneville courage, climbed aboard and 
shot down the quarter mile to a 10.44 
elapsed time. 

Another view, for Harley lovers, is 
Tom Whiteman’s efforts to develop speed 
from his ideas employed in a good look- 
ing machine that is only a degree or two 
from being a strong contender. 


Street-Gas Handicap 


The eliminations for top street and 
gas divisions at Irwindale were run on a 
handicap basis and shall be for a time, 
until we determine if it is acceptable to 
all contenders. 

In order to make it work there will be 
a great need for fair play and “sand 
bagging” will not go unnoticed. 

What would the punishment for cheat- 
ing be? I would leave that up to the 
racers that were victimized by such an 
act. 


Classes 


Triumph in the hands of Tony Dodge 
is a machine that doesn’t go unnoticed. 
How can it, when its the quickest and 
fastest street bike on a drag strip. This 
week Tony brought the Bonneville to 
Irwindale in a Johnson Mtrs. Van (his 
employer) and unloaded it to win B 
street class at a speed of 101.27 with a 
fantastic elapsed time of 12.53 seconds. 
Later in top bike eliminations Tony lost 
to LeRoy Wyman’s Honda that ran a 
tenth or two quicker than his best of the 
day. Due to the handicap it was a valu- 
able period of time. 

In the future we will have a break-out 
rule. LeRoy did not run quicker by de- 
sign, it was only a matter of some extra 
traction or better combustion as the 
temperature changed, but we will try and 
protect the competitors within a reason- 
able margin, say one-tenth second. 

Eddie Witt brought his Honda to the 
local strip from Sacramento, Calif., and 
the desire to race did not go to waste 
for he won the E street class and es- 


tablished a record atFontana's big meet. 

Suzuki has shaved a few more digits 
of time from its quarter mile assault. 
Vince Rowles turned a 13.96 elapsed 
time at 92.49. We hope that one day 
Suzuki will appear in drag dress and 
give us its best in top weight per dis- 
placement performance. 


NEW DRAG ASSOCIATION 


Finally the Motorcycle Drag Racing 
Association is to become reality. A first 
meeting, open to all, will be held on 
Thursday, November 17th, at El Nido 
Park in Torrance, Calif. Time will be 
9:00 p.m. and if you wish success to a 
big step for cycles be sure and be there. 
It’s easy to reach by turning West off 
Hawthorne Blvd. on 182nd street. This 
club house was given for use by the 
Calif. Squirrels M/C Club and they wish 
us success. 


Dragstrip Gassers 


Millard Disharoon and Nira Johnson 
were the A & B class winners. Nira is 
getting the elapsed time of his Triumph 
“Agtisi” into the realm it once domin- 
ated. Saturday his best read 11.82 at 
116.58. 

Disharoon is really getting with it 
and defeating all contenders. This week 
it was Dish vs. Joe Smith and it was a 
close one, Joe had been turning consist- 
ent mid-elevens at speeds above one 
hundred twenty. Dish came out on top at 
11.58—117.03. Next week Joe will return 
with the golden gleam in his eye and 
Dish is going to have a hard race to win 
again. 

Ron Knapp was chief of the small 
bores on his 250cc Yamaha. Ron and 
Bob Braverman were the class entries 
and Ron took the honors turning 13.31 
E.T. and 97.71 mph. 


Fontana Record Meet 


Fontana Raceway held the first of 
its strip record events that shall be run 
four times a year. This was quite a 
package of racing for each entry. You 
were privileged to run not only for a 
record but the choice of eliminations 
against other bikes for class trophy, or 
elapsed time brackets against a mixed 
breed of cars and bikes with money the 
award. 

The award which places Fontana 
drag strip as number one of all the 
places I like to race, is its miles-per- 
hour money. Win or lose your class, 
bracket, etc. you are still awarded fifty 
cents a mile for every mph over one 
hundred you attain during the day. This 
is paid against your best timing ticket. 
As per example, if you turn 130 mph the 
money you receive is fifteen dollars. 
This is paid nowhere else on the West 
Coast and I and others appreciate the 
system. 


Some of the really haulin’ machines 
provided a day of good action. Murray 
and Cook chose to race in bracket num- 
ber one that paid forty-five dollars to 
the winner. There was only one competi- 
tor that matched their rate of travel and 
that was an altered Pie Wagon out of 
Blair’s Speed shop. 

When the machines were staged and 
received the green lite, M & C hauled 
the twin engine Triumph into a quick 
lead but suddenly the chain snapped 
about a third of the way down. The 
Wagon went through the finish lights 
first to win the bracket. Later in the day 
a “kicks” race was held between the 
two and Murray & Cook showed how it 
would have come out if pieces had 
stayed together. They defeated the 
Wagon and turned a strip record of 9.94- 
155.17. 

Two entries were in bracket number 
two and Sonny Raslawski had the best 
elapsed time of 10.25 seconds. Clutch 
troubles were a plague for Sonny and 
when his Harley was staged against 
Bob Ebeling’s Triumph, the clutch gave 
him a push across the foul line and the 
red eye winked at Son. Ebeling came off 
the line strong but did a series of 
wheelies that carried him across three 
dragster lanes. Ebeling won the bracket 
money but there was not really a race. 

Jeff Gough who works at Cycle World 
in Buena Park, found some minor ad- 
justments that gave him and Triumph a 
victory in bracket number three plus the 
elapsed time record for B fuel. Jeff's 
elapsed time was 10.80 seconds and he 
promises that the Alf Hagon framed 
machine is only weaned on quick times 
and plans to grow stronger. 

Pete Hutton had the fastest gas bike 
at Fontana and set a new A gas record 
of 11.84 — 124.13. Another record for 
Pete and his lovely wife and friends is 
the aid rendered by them to other racers. 
Early in the day Pete was shut down 
from mechanical failures and instead of 
loading up or going home the remaining 
day was spent doing everything from 
loading machines to filling gas tanks 
and towing for a start. Thanks, Pete, 
from everyone!

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TRACK TEST #1 of the 175cc 





Big-time Action 
In A Small-Bore Pkg. 


(Editors Note-This is the first of a 
series of dirt track riding impres- 
sions of new scrambles and TT 
motorcycles that are currently being 
offered for sale in the Cycle News 
area, Upcoming weeks’ issues will 
report on the 1967 DOT 250cc and 
the 1967 Montesa 250сс.) 


Thanksgiving time seemed adequate- 
ly appropriate for our introduction to the 
new OSSA Turkey. This delightful little 
175cc dirtburner is so named because 
when you buy it, tank seat and tires are 
not included in the purchase price 
(Ossa’s distributor figures you would 
probably change them anyway) so the 
machine you get resembles ever so 
slightly a dressed Thanksgiving bird. 
Walt Olson of Anaheim M/C Sales had 
thoughtfully provided our test bike with 
class C pattern tires and fiberglass tank 
and seat so we were spared the decision 
of choosing them for ourself. And a more 
fitting selection they couldn’t have 
made. Just look at the pictures if you 
want to see a really good looking motor- 
cycle. 

Maquinaria Cinematographica S.A. 
makes its little bears in fairly small 
quantity when they can spare time from 
building Spain’s best movie projection 
equipment. If you're acquainted with the 
Ossa street machine, which forms the 
basis for the Turkey, you'll know it 
packs a whopping belt of acceleration 
for a lightweight and the kind of hand- 
ling that makes you unafraid to use up 
the gears. The Turkey owes its rather 
soft suspension to the road model and 
owners will possibly want to beef up 
the fork damping before trying any seri- 
ous T' Ting. During the controlled exhu- 
berance of our track test on San Gabriel 
Valley Raceway ТТ course, the softly 
sprung setup was no problem, but while 
out in the desert, one of our testers en- 
countered a very rough washboard-type 
road and suddenly found himself riding 
a rocking-horse. “Seven-and-a-half inches 
of fork travel is fine,” he said, “But 
these forks need stiffening.” The 
remedy would be to replace the forks’ 
hydraulic oil with a slightly heavier 
grade — 30 or 40 wt. 

We were fortunate to be accompanied 
to SGV Raceway by none other than the 
great John R. — John Rice of scrambles 
fame. John R's benevolent employers at 
Long Beach Honda's Atlantic Blvd. 
Store gave him the morning off from 
wrench-bending chores so that our read- 
ers could have the benefit of his im- 
pressions on several bikes we took 
along to test. 

John R. found the Ossa 175 *really 
neat" in the power slides he specializes 
in. The little Turkey feels small after 
one is accustomed to riding a big bike, 
but it fitted right into the hard, narrow 
groove around SGV Raceway and it be- 
haved perfectly over the jumps, with no 
tendency to come all the way over in 
response to a gentle upward tug at the 
bars. Brakes were too good in the front 
and a little too weak in the rear, for 
anything but a road bike. 

Shift and starter are on the left. As 
regards starting, Ossa has licked one of 
the great bugaboos of two-stroke riders, 
ignition fouling. A small, sealed plastic 
transistor fastened to'the center down- 
tube steps up the spark from the fly- 
wheel alternator and sends down the h.t.

lead enough fire to burn through any 
amount of carbon that may congeal 
around the plug. In other words, it starts 
on the first prod and never misses a 
beat until you punch the kill button. 
Other brands would do well to copy 
Ossa’s Femsa ignition. 

We said the Turkey was all set up 
for California competition, it is, except 
for one thing: the foot pegs are rigid. 
As a compensation for their inflexible 
design (perhaps as a safety measure?) 








the pegs break off rather easily when 
the bike is leaned past the point of no 
return. Most local racers will soon in- 
stall Bates or Webco folding pegs. 

Other than shearing off the pegs, 
there is almost no limit to how far the 
Turkey can be laid down in a turn. 
Comments overheard: “Pretty...” “Sure 
comes out of the hole good!” “Still a 
ring-ding.” “You don’t ride the desert 
with that seat, do you And seven 
variations of “Can I try it?” 


CONCLUSIONS: /t will be, with 
proper accessories, a good road rac- 
ing, Short track or TT bike, It is not 
the best for desert riding as present- 
ly set up, but it could do the job 
with modifications,

These pseudo-racers charged 
around the outskirts of the pits on their 
dirt machines and raised irritating clouds 
of dust on an already windy day. This 
sent cold shivers down the spine of 
anyone warming up his machine, as road 
racing bikes don’t have air cleaners, to 
say nothing about everyone’s eyes and 
lungs. 

While reading Roxy Rockwood's col- 
umn, “The Finish Line”, recently, we 
noticed some remarks that we feel were 
out of place and uncalled for. Mr. Rock- 
wood said that he hopes some good 
American riders will be able to make the 
European racing scene soon, instead of 
а group of second rate riders trying to 
pass themselves off as first class 
American talent. 'There are several 
Americans in England at this time, the 
most outstanding of whom now is Lance 
Weil. We've been getting reports that 
Lance has beaten many of the English 
“stars” on their home grounds and has 
earned himself a sponsored ride; (first 
aver for a Yankee). Lance’s mistake, in 
Mr. Rockwood’s eyes, seems to be that 
he didn’t learn to ride under the banner 
of the A.M.A., and thus he simply could 
not be fast.
